60, 69, 71, 72, 74, 75, 84, 86, 88, 89, 90, 91, 92, 94, 95, 104, 106, 107, and 109. The amendment filed 12/30/2002 also proposes the 
adding of claims 1 10-255. All of these proposed amendments do not comply with 37 CFR 1.173(b), which sets forth the manner of 
making amendments in reissue applications. Namely, all of these claims are "new" claims with respect to the original patent and 
therefor all of these claims should be underlined. A supplemental paper correctly amending the reissue application is required.

2) The reissue declaration filed with the current reissue application appears to be a copy of the declaration that was filed in 
the parent reissue application.

The "errors" cited in the instant declaration are errors which 
should have already been corrected in the parent reissue application from which it originated. Being such, a new reissue declaration is 
needed, and will be required, which identifies the "new" errors that are being corrected via the current reissue application*. 

3) A clean copy of the specification in double column format that incorporates the changes made via the certificate of 
correction of the patent is hereby requested. The changes are part of the original patent and therefor should not include underlining or 
bracketing.
